Before the United States government 
may spend any money in the fiscal year 
that begins on each October 1st, Congress 
must pass a budget that authorizes spending. 
Because Congress has been divided between 
the Republicans who control the House of 
Representatives and the Democrats who 
control the Senate, no new budget has 
been passed since 2009. Instead, Congress 
has passed ’’continuing resolutions" that 
allow the government to continue spending 
money at the same level as the previous 


This year is different. As October 1, 
2013 approached, Republicans in the 
House of Representatives refused to pass 
another continuing resolution unless the 
Democrats in the Senate and President 
Obama (who is also a Democrat) agreed 
to delay the start of Obamacare for one 
year. The Democrats refused to do this. 
As a result, the US government shut down 
since it could not spend any money.

Sayoa’s Journey 
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The Healing Power of Sharing

At six-years-oldSayonSoeun 
was abducted and forced into 
life as a child soldier for the 

Khmer Rouge. Tom from 
his family, Sayon witnessed 
unimaginable horror during 
Cambodia’s darkest hour, even- 
tually landing in a refugee 
camp orphanage before being 
adopted by an American family. 

On October 4, UMass 
Lowell hosted a screening of 
Lost Child: Sayon’s Journey, a 
film that presents Sayon'shear 
tbreaking story of trauma, 
recovery and redemption 
through his own words and 
perspective. 

After more than 35 years, 


he recently made contact with brothers and 
a sister he assumed had been killed. The 
documentary chronicles Sayon'semotional 
journey to heal his wounds by forgiving 
the family that let him slip away and for- 
giving himself for his complicity as a Khmer 
Rouge child soldier. 

SopheapTheam, Sayon's sister-in-law, 
co-produced the film and accompanied 
Sayon on his trip to Cambodia, which is 
documented in the film. She sees the 
movie as an important tool for spurring 
discussion and teaching the younger gen- 
eration of Cambodian-Americans about 


their elders' experiences. 

“I think for Sayon, it’s being able to tell 
his story that helps him heal,” she said, 
explaining the healing power of the film 
for those like Sayon, who experienced 
trauma firsthand. “A lot of people want to 
forget, the^ don't want to think about it. 
But, for Sayon when he started talking 
about it, when he started confronting his 
emotions, he released his burden; that's 
why he's so heavily involved in the com- 
munication of experiences.” 

The film was directed by award-winning 
filmmaker.

Flooding spread over the week- 
end as storms hit the country meaning 
Siem Reap, Battambang and Pailin 
have all been added to the list of 
provinces affected by high waters. 

In Siem Reap province, Nuon 
Krisna, director of the provincial 
department of water resources and 
meteorology, said that water in the 
Siem Reap river had surpassed the 
emergency level by 8 centimeters to 
reach 13.08 meters on Sunday. 

Officials in Siem Reap also pre- 
sented conflicting reports on whether 
or not the Takao dam, near the Angkor 
Wat temple com plex, had partially 
collapsed. 

’'On Saturday night at 9:30 p.m., 
heavy rains increased the flow of 
water coming down Kulen Mountain 
causing Takao dam to fill up and then 
break, flooding surrounding houses 
and roads and affecting thousands of 
families," Mr. Krisna said. 

He said that provincial authorities 
had ordered the Apsara Authority, 
which manages the dams and reser- 
voirs around Angkor Wat, to open the 
dam gates to allow the water to flow 
into the Western Baray reservoir, in 
the middle of which lies the 1 1th cen- 
tury Western Mebon temple, which is 
now at risk of flooding. 

Yim Phally, deputy chief of 
Kokchak commune in Siem Reap 
City, said that more than 300 families 
there needed to be evacuated due to 
the dam partially breaking, while 
2,000 homes were flooded. 

"We told the authorities to open 


the gate of Takao dam but they opened 
only a little, saying they neeaed to 
protect Mebon temple first and send 
the water into the city," he said. 

"If Apsara Authority opened the 
gate of the dam before Saturday, the 
dam would not have broken." 

But deputy Director-General of 
Apsara Authority Heng Pao said that 
reports that the dam had broken were 
incorrect and were based on a misun- 
derstanding of the origin of the flood- 
water. 

"If the dam had actually broken 
many people would have died very 
quickly. The water is actually coming 
from the moat at Angkor Tnom west 
of Angkor Wat, where the high water 
level created pressure that broke the 
bank of a road," he said, adding that 
the Western Baray reservoir was full 
so no more water could be diverted 
there. 

Spokeswoman for the Cambodian 
Red Cross, Men Neary Sopheak, said 
that the organization was cooperating 
with local authorities in newly flooded 
areas in Siem Reap as well as in Pailin 
and Battambang to help evacuate fam- 
ilies and provide assistance. 

"Today in Siem Reap the director 
there has organized help with 200 
families who [are] in the west of the 
Angkor Wat complex and brought 
chloramine tablets, mineral water, 
bread, rice and noodles," she said, 
adding that from September 1 through 
Thursday, the Red Cross had assisted 
8,902 families across 10 provinces. 

The flooding has killed at least 39 
people over the past three weeks and 
seen thousands evacuated from their 
homes.

The death toll from flooding across the 
country has risen to 39, while the Mekong 
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River remains above emergency levels in 
Prey Veng and Kandal provinces, a gov- 
emment official said on Friday.

KANDAL/TAKEO PROVINCES - 
Police and military police set up road- 
blocks on major highways leading into 
Phnom Penh on Sunday as the opposition 
held its first rally in the capital since the 
party boycotted the opening of parliament 
last month over contested election results. 

Some officials manning the road- 
blocks said they had been set up to pre- 
vent unscrupulous minibus drivers per- 
ilously over-packing their vehicles with 
people returning to the city following the 
Pchum Ben holiday, while others said 
they had been ordered to search for 
weapons and explosives. 

At a checkpoint on National Road 1 
staffed by military and district police on 
the border of Phnom Penh and Kandal 
province, Mean chey district deputy mili- 
tary police chief Hong Sovann said that 
security forces had been put in place to 
control the flow of people returning from 
Pchum Ben festivities. 

"We've been stationed here since 
yesterday evening to check for explosives 
and smooth the traffic flow," he said. 

During the afternoon in Takeo 
province's Samroang district, district 
police officer Moeung Sarun said that the 
roadblock was set up to stop taxi-drivers 
coming to Phnom Penh with dangerously 
overloaded cars and that similar check- 
points had been created in each district of 
the province. 

"The taxis want to get lots of money, 
so they overcrowd the cars and that's why 
we have to stop them," he said. "We do 
not know much about the demonstration 


ment’s National Committee for Disaster 
Management, said that the floods, which 
have largely affected riparian provinces, 
have also decimated crops. 

"About 131,259 families have been 
affected by severe flooding across the 
country," he said. "Some 10,710 families 
were evacuated to higher ground, which 
is safer, 101,025 houses have flooded, 53 
have been completely destroyed, and 39 
people have died in the floods," he added. 

So far, 115,003 hectares of rice paddy 
and 6,637 hectares of other crops have 
been damaged, along with 760 schools, 
353 pagodas and 45 health centers, he 
said. 

Water levels near the Neak Leung ferry 
crossing in Prey Veng province's Peamro 
district, and in Kandal province's Koh 
Thom district, have surpassed emergency 
levels, Mr. Vy said. 

"The flooding has decreased in Phnom 
Penh and Kompong Cham province, but 
rain has flooded parts of Banteay 
Meanchey, Oddar Meanchey, Preah 
Vihear, Kompong Thom and Ratanakkiri 
provinces," he said, adding that the 
Cambodian Red Cross has been offering 
help, along with NGOs. 


but we are also instructed to check for 
weapons for public security." 

Some travelers returning to Phnom 
Penh after the three-day Pchum Ben holi- 
day said they had been forced to wait for 
up to an hour at the checkpoints, with 
those returning in the morning reporting 
greater trouble than those returning in the 
afternoon. 

"They were checking cars for a long 
time," said Chum Sreynim, 30, who was 
returning from Pchum Ben celebrations at 
her family home in Takeo province 
around 11 a.m. "They were letting 
through the empty cars," she said. 

On the border of Kandal and Takeo 
provinces on National Road 2, tuk-tuk 
driver Kom Sinat, 30, said he had been 
delayed in picking up a guest from her 
hometown in the early morning but had 
less trouble later in the day. 

"They’ve been stopping people and 
looking for weapons. They closed the 
road at 6 a.m. by putting up a fence to stop 
the cars," he said. "From 6 a.m. until 10 
a.m., it was closed." 

"Now they've opened it up, but 
they're still checking some cars and 
motorbikes. I think they're afraid of peo- 
ple going to the demonstration," he added. 

Military police spokesman Brigadier 
General Kheng Tito denied trying to con- 
trol the flow of demonstrators to Freedom 
Park. 

"We have not stopped any people 
from coming into to the city," Brig. Gen. 
Tito said. "We are just protecting public 
security and checking for any explosives 
or weapons." 


Fears were mounting on Thursday that 
the Khmer Rouge-era Trapaing Thma 
dam in Banteay Meanchey would break 
its banks and flood nearby villages, 
prompting local authorities to sandbag the 
site. 

Ouk Keorattanak, provincial adminis- 
trator, said continued rainfall was doing 
little to quell those fears. 

"We are concerned with the rain, 
because it is falling more and more, 
which is causing flooding and could 
break the wall of the dam," he said. 

In Kompong Speu province’s Amper 
Phnom resort in Chbar Mon City, an icon- 
ic wooden suspension bridge, across 
which tourists can visit a pagoda, partly 
gave way to the rising water levels on 
Friday, deputy provincial governor Pen 
Sambo said. 

"Some pillars that dig into the water to 
support the bridge are very old," he said, 
"but no one was injured or died." 

Ket Sokhom, director of the provincial 
tourism department, said tourists are 
banned from crossing the bridge until the 
pillars have been replaced. 


Floods Claim 39 Lives; Crops, Hundreds 
of Schools Damaged 
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The early Cambodian residents of Lowell

Fifty years ago people in 
Lowell knew little about 
Southeast Asia but then young 
men from here were drafted 
and sent to fight in Vietnam. 
Some of them died there. 
Arcand Drive, which runs 
from Lowell City Hall to the 
Tsongas Arena, is named for PFC Donald 
Arcand who died at age 20 when his Army 
helicopter was shot down on September 1, 
1965. Callery Park, which lies between 
Stevens and Wilder Streets in the 
Highlands, is named for William T. 
Callery who was killed by hostile fire on 
February 22, 1966. He was 21. 

When America's involvement in the 
Vietnam War ended in the 1970s, people 
in Lowell assumed that the only future 
connection between the city and Southeast 
Asia would be the local monuments and 
plaques erected in memory of those who 
died there. No one imagined how wrong 
that assumption would prove to be. 

The first refugees from Southeast 
Asia arrived in Lowell in the late 1970s. 
They were mostly from Vietnam but some 
were from Laos and Cambodia. A 1980 
census found fewer than 100 people from 
Southeast Asia living in Lowell. That early 
group was resourceful, however, and 
quickly established small businesses, 
community support organizations, a temple 
and the other things needed to create a 
thriving immigrant community. Over the 
years, a small but steady stream of Cambodians 
and Laotians came to Lowell. 

In 1986, however, that stream became 
a flood. The "Massachusetts Miracle" saw 
this state's economy booming while the 
rest of the country suffered from high 
unemployment and economic stagnation. 
Southeast Asian refugees who had settled 
in other parts of America were soon moving 
to Lowell, attracted by plentiful jobs and 
the already vibrant Cambodian community 
in the city. 

By 1987, conservative estimates held 
that Lowell’s residents included 3,000 
people from Laos and more than 18,000 
from Cambodia. Later estimates said that 
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number was as high as 30,000. While 
there were plenty of jobs, such a large 
number of new residents arriving in such a 
short time created strains on people and 
resources, especially rental housing. But 
the greatest impact was on the Lowell 
public schools which struggled to find 
space and bilingual teachers for the dozens 
of new students who were enrolling each 
week. 

In early 1987, the state department of 
education granted an emergency waiver 
that allowed Lowell to place 160 bilingual 
students, both Hispanic and Asian, in rented 
rooms at the YMCA and the Boys Club on 
the condition that the city would bring 
those students into regular facilities at the 
beginning of the new school year. The state 
also demanded that the city implement a 
central enrollment system that would 
begin to address the racial segregation that 
had arisen in the Lowell school system. 

The school committee refused to 
adopt such a plan and so a group of parents, 
mostly Hispanic but with the support of 
many Southeast Asians and the U.S. 
Department- of Justice, filed a lawsuit 
against the c^y in federal court. 

While that lawsuit was pending, the 
people of Lowell in the fall of 1987 elected 
several new school committee members. 
Almost immediately, relations between 
the minority parents and the public school 
system began to improve. After countless 
hours of negotiations, the lawsuit was settled 
and the city adopted a central enrollment 
system that would desegregate the 
schools. As a result of this plan being 
adopted, Lowell moved to the top of the 
state's school building assistance program 
and by the early 1990s, more than a dozen 
brand new schools had been built with the 
state paying 90% of the cost. 

Today, Cambodian people are an 
integral part of the Lowell community and 
for many, the events of 1987 seem like 
ancient history. But it is important to 
understand that things might have ended 
differently if many people of good will 
from all groups had not come together and 
struggled for outcomes that were in the 
best interest of all residents of Lowell. It 
is a lesson worth remembering today.

In 2010, the 
City of Lowell 
designated a Cam 
bodia Town in order 
to officially recognize 
the Lowell Cambo- 
dian American 
community's con- 
tribution over the past three decades 
to revitalizing the partially blighted 
lower highland neighborhood and to 
elevate interest in the area’s stores and 
restaurants, attract new businesses, 
bring in tourists, and increase civic 
pride. 

The designation was a timely 
response to the aspiration of the com- 
munity and businesses as reflected in 
their positive responses to a brief survey 
in early 2010 conducted by the 
Cambodian Mutual Assistance Association 
(CMAA) of the greater Lowell. In 
October 29, 2011, a Cambodia Town 
Committee, an organization of volun- 
teers, was set up with the support of 
the Cambodian community and busi- 
nesses; and the Committee works 
closely with the City and other com- 
munity based organizations to 
advance a vision of economically, cul- 
turally vibrant and prosperous 
Cambodia Town of Lowell. 

Lowell is home to the %econd 
largest Cambodian American commu- 
nity in the United States after Long 
Beach, California. According to 
Richard Howe, co-author of a book: 
Legendary locals of Lowell, Cambodian 
refugees were attracted in large numbers 
to Lowell by relatively plentiful jobs 
in the mid 1980s and the already 
vibrant Cambodian community in the 
city. According to the 2010 US Census, 
Lowell has about 22,000 Cambodians; 
however, it is widely agreed that 
Cambodians in Lowell were seriously 
undercounted. Community leaders, 
who live and work for decades in the 
community, estimated that there are 
approximately 35-40,000 Cambodians 
about one third of the city population; 
the estimate is quite consistent with 


extrapolated school enrollment data. 
As the result, Lowell has a large pro- 
portion (20.2%) of Asians compared 
to only 5.3% statewide and also has a 
high proportion (14.8%) of Asian- 
owned business versus 4.5% statewide 
(Census 2010). 

There are at least 200 Cambodian 
American businesses of all sizes and 
kinds most of which are concentrated 
in the Cambodia Town. Cambodian 
restaurants are ubiquitous; each offers 
a variety of authentic ethnic dishes, 
and it also tends to have its signature 
dish based on customer preference. 
For example, customers usually like a 
sour beef stew (Samlor Machu Sach 
Koa) at Red Rose restaurant or roasted 


or Apsara Jewelry on Middlesex etc. 
You can buy necklace with lucky 
charmed pendant or bracelet with 
artistic design or earrings of Angkorian 
style or contemporary Cambodian 
fashion. During summer weekends, 
you can see traditional wedding 
receptions at Cambodian restaurants 
with bride and groom wearing a set of 
dazzling jewelries; wedding crown, 
costumes, and changing each set 
every hour throughout the evening. 
Traditional wedding is customarily 
organized in two parts; the first part 
isorganized in a morning at a bride's 
home with invited monks chanting 
blessings for a couple. The reception 
is generally held in the evening with 


involves monks chanting blessing. 
Three Buddhist temples offer reli- 
gious services in Lowell; one temple, 
known as Glory Buddhist temple, is 
located in the Cambodia Town off 
Chelmsford Street while two others, 
Trairatanaram and Khmer Lowell 
Temple, are in neighboring communi- 
ty. There are score of other cultural 
entities that make Lowell Cambodia 
Town culturally vibrant. Cambodian 
Mutual Assistance Association pro- 
vides culturally appropriate social 
services; Metta Health Clinic of 
Lowell Community Health Center 
provides culturally competent health- 
care services; Angkor Dance Troup 
and Tep Niyum Musical offer classi- 
cal and folk dances for various occa- 
sions etc. 

In sum, Cambodia Town offers 
great opportunities for tourists to 
experiences authentic cultures and for

All ingredients are authentic and 
found at local Grocery Supper 
Markets: Phnom Penh Market on 
Branch Street, Hong Kong Market on 
Westford, and Bangkok Market on 
Chelmsford Street etc. 

Authentic jewelry stores are also 
omnipresent throughout the Cambodia 
Town. You can find, for example, 
Asian Jewelry on Westford Street, and 
Phnom Pich Jewelry or Pailin Jewelry 


invited guests from both sides: the 
bride’s side and the groom's. If inter- 
ested, one can also buy traditional 
costumes, jewelry, lucky charms, and 
other souvenirs at local costume and 
souvenirs shops throughout the Town. 

Religion plays important roles in 
most Cambodian American life. From 
birth to death, Cambodians involve 
Buddhism one way or another. Buddhist 
monks are, for example, invited to 
chant blessing for a newborn although 
this practice is rare nowadays. There 
are usually Buddhist ceremonies 
throughout a year: Phjum Ben, New 
Year, funeral etc each of which

Visiting the Cambodia Town 
of Lowell gives you not only great 
memorable experiences, but also help 
promote sustainable economic growth 
that would help this former refugee 
community to realize its vision of 
economically, culturally vibrant and 
prosperous Cambodia Town.

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Lowell: The Entrepreneurial City fjfffuaiffiBfUfjfijlIfjfUfflffiS 


Historian (and KhmerPostUSA con- 
tributor) Richard Howe often says Lowell 
was the ’’Silicon Valley of the 19th Century.” 
But during an engaging discussion last 
month at the Merrimack Valley Sandbox 
space, it became clear that the entrepreneurial 
and innovative spirit of the city is still very 
much alive today. On September 25th, 
Lowell Heritage Partnership presented 
Lowell: The Entrepreneurial City, an expert 
panel discussion 
on Lowell's inno- 
vative past, present, 
and potential future. 

Speakers included 
Howe, Theresa Park 
of the City of Lowell 
Economic Deve 
lopment Office, 

Steve Tello from 
the University of 
Massachusetts 
Lowell, and David 
Parker of the 
Merrimack Valley 
Sandbox. 

Richard Howe spoke mainly about 
Lowell's history, highlighting many entre- 
preneurs and innovations through 175 years. 
In discussing Lowell’s past status as an 
entrepreneurial hub, Howe described the 
city by saying "It really was a magnet that 
drew innovators into the city. People who 
had talent, drive, and ability all came to 
Lowell and I think those traits got into the 
city’s DNA...I think that is still present in 
the city’s character and helps distinguish 
itself from other mid-sized cities.” 

Theresa Park focused her discussion 
on the experience of immigrant entrepreneurs. 
Many immigrants are drawn to entrepre- 
neurship and Park talked about how the 
local economic development office works to 
support these efforts. 

Steve Tello discussed some of the efforts 
the University of Massachusetts Lowell has 
been involved in regarding entrepreneurship 
including hosting incubator spaces and 
instituting the DifferenceMaker program 
that requires all students to create an entre- 


preneurial endeavor. He also talked about 
the relationship between risk-taking and 
innovation, a common element throughout 
the evening. 

Finally, David Parker described the 
work the Sandbox does cultivating the eco- 
nomic ecosystem in the Merrimack Valley 
through their Accelerator program, Pitch 
Contest Series, Student programs and other 
efforts. He noted that in two and a half 
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years since the organization's founding, the 
Sandbox has worked with over 600 students 
and over 400 would-be entrepreneurs. The 
Sandbox also served as the host for the 
evening as the event took place in their 
new co-working space located within the 
Wannalancit Mill complex. 

After the opening remarks, the panelists 
also took questions from the crowd, which 
included a discussion of what makes 
Lowell unique versus other cities and, on 
the night following the city's preliminary 
election, the impact of local government 
on entrepreneurship in the city. Guests 
also were invited to try Moxie Soda, the 
first mass-manufactured soft drink in the 
United States, which was created in Lowell 
in 1876.
